The film gives a fascina- 
ting picture of the conse- 
quences of man’s manipula- 
tion upon his environment, 
It shows the progression of 
events over a given time 
period on each facet of our 
ecology. Every animal bee 
comes vital, the water is 
important, the air is impor- 
tant, all types of growth are 


important, and the people 
are important; everything is

One of the things shown 
in the film is the effect rain 
has onwater pollution, Shown 
simultaneously is the amount 
of rainfall passing through 
the ecosyistem, the river flow 
rate, and the pollution con 
centrattoninthe water.
